NATO’S 

DANGEROUS LINE 


BrtUHli. Spring meetings of 
the higher NATO military ruling 
bodies have been held for three 
days In the Belgian capital's 
suburb of BvAre. They vividly 
showed the Inlenl of the North 
Atlantic bloc to continue Its 
dangerous line or military pre- 
parations and escalated arms 
race. This bacama particularly 
evident In the course of the 
meetings of the Defence Plan- 
ning Committee. The final com- 
munique of the session which 
abounds In hypocritical words nf 
the alliance being alia died to 
"the cause of preservation of 
peace". Its participants stressed 
their readiness to carry out a 
bloc -approved "strategy of Inti- 
midation", to make stronger 
their arsenals of conventional 
armaments and to securn greater 
military spendings. 


Blackmail 


At the same time the session 
revealed a number of discords 
between the USA and its West 
European allies. In Hie field of 
nuclear armaments in the first 
place. For example, Denmark 
and Greece voiced their opposi- 
tion to Washington's nucleai 
strategy while Spain refused to 
sign the communique. 

As the NATO meetings went 
on. there was a powerful pres- 
surizing of Holland that so far 
has taken no final decision 
about deployment of 48 US 
cruise missiles on its territory. 
Local observers note that tbe 
pressurizing of Holland will 
continue at tbe NATO foreign 
ministers' council session, to be 
hold iti Washington on May 
2031.

Addressing the nation 


rebuffed by Holland 


The Hague. The pressure 
brought lo bear on Holland by 
the United Stales and NATO 
with the aim of compelling Ihe 
Dutch Government and parlia- 
ment to agree to a deployment 
of 48 US cruise missiles on 
Dutch soil has assumed such 
an unceremonious character 
that caused an ofddal protest 
of the Dutch Government. 

The stale Information ser- 
vice of the Netherlands has re- 
leased a statement on behall of 
the government over the In- 
sulting utterances made by Jo- 
seph Luba NATO secrets ry- 
generaL In Brussels upon a 
completion of a NATO session. 
The statement stressed the 
Dutch Government's deep re- 
gret over tbe uegallve remarks 
by Luos. 

Irritated at the fact that the 
Dunch Government has so far 
not given its consent to a dep- 
loyment of US nuclear missiles, 
luni attempted to pit Jacob de 
Roller, the Dutch Defense Min- 
ister, who ii known for Ills ox- 


liemely restrained altitude lo 
the siting of missiles, against 
the foreign mlnistei Hons van 
don Broek and the prime Min- 
ister Rudolph LuhbBrs. Refer- 
ring to Jacob de Ruller, Luna 
described him as a minister 
who persists In keeping sllcnl 
and clears the Held of action 
Tor anti-war movement and all 
those who coma out against 
NATO. 

Jacob de Ruller evaluated 
Urns’ statement as openly Inde- 
cent, and aa an atiempt si 
bringing about a spill In (he 
Dutch Government. The seme 
view Is dominant In [he Hague 
Journalistic circles where It Is 
believed that the NATO leader- 
ship would like Jacob de Rut- 
ter resign from the post of De- 
fense Minister, since U regards 
him as one of the obstacles in 
the wav of Installing missiles. 

The Dutch news agency 
ANP pointed out In a report 
from Brussels that an unheard- 
of pressure was brought on the 
Netherlands Ibis time. 


Managua. The national 
leadership of the Sandlnlsla 
National Liberation Front has
